Many new events are scheduled 
this year to accompany the old 
favorites. A free Festival Shut¬ 
tle bus (see details on the route 
elsewhere in the paper) will be 
running throughout the communi¬ 
ty, picking up passengers in the 
north and south ends of town, 
as well as in Greenbriar, Windsor 
Green and Springhill Lake. The 
bus will be sponsored by the 
county, the city and the Festival 
committee. The number of rider j 
using it will determine whether it 
will be scheduled again next year. 
Instead of driving a car, citizens 
are urged to look for the big white 
school-type bus with the Festival 
sign to carry them to the Carnival 
area.

Parade Highlights 
Clowns, floats, and marching 
units will be winding their way 
down Greenbelt streets for the an¬ 
nual Labor Day Parade Monday 
morning. The Parade Marshal, 
the 1978 Outstanding Citizen (to 
be announced at Opening Cere¬ 
monies Friday night) will lead the 
way for characters such as Twin¬ 
kle the Kid, Big Boy, Mickey 
Mouse, the Knights of the Klown 
Table and the fanatical Markland 
Medieval Mercenary Militia in 
their traditional battle garb. The 


Greenbelter Jack Steiffer, former 
physical science instructor at Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt, has been concerned 
for two years about construction 
problems at the school. This sum 
mer he expressed his fears to the 
Maryland Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (MOSHA). 
In a subsequent inspection of the 
school. Principal Staff Engineer A1 
bert P. Backhaus found “no sign 
of imminent danger." However, he 
suggested that it might be “in the 
interest of all to monitor the wall 
behavior for a period of time 
through controlled procedures.” 

Backhaus did recommend that 
several problems be given “prompt 
attention to allay further deteriora¬ 
tion which could aggravate the sit¬ 
uation to create hazardous condi¬ 
tions and on which delay could re¬ 
sult in costly repairs.” These prob¬ 
lems included numerous roof leaks, 
some erosion of mortar between 
bricks, dislodged bricks, and verti¬ 
cal cracks in some sections of the 
exterior walls. He also found that 
the walls were out of plumb, either 
the result of sloppy construction 
Of some later movement. In his 
report, Backhaus noted that the 
building was constructed with ex¬ 
pansion joints (as are all large 
buildings) to allow for some move¬ 
ment, which has occurred. He 
questioned whether the caulking 
used was the correct type to allow 
for this expansion and contraction.

Roberston gave assurances that 
his staff, though limited, had been 
over the building carefully while 
trying to finish other construction 
jobs throughout the county before 
the beginning of the school year. 
Two individuals were sent to find 
any loose bricks on the building. 
Only one was found, and it was 
caught in a roof flashing and had 
to be removed with tools before it 
could be replaced. About 30% of 
the gymnasium floor, which was 
mined when water ran under the 
doorsill, has been replaced. The 
athletic fields have also been re¬ 
worked and grass replanted. 

According to Robertson, it ap¬ 
peared that Backhaus had not used 
any instruments in his examination 
of the school. Not trusting the 
“eyeball opinions” of anyone, Ro¬ 
bertson called the wall monitoring 
a highly technical process which 
would take measurements in the 
1,000th of a foot range. First, he 
stated, a steel monument will have 
to be set up as a solid reference 
point and then plates with fine 
markings will have to be set into 
the wall to take the measurements. 
Robertson emphasized that there 
was no danger, but that the moni¬ 
toring was being done, “just to be 
absolutely sure." He called the ver¬ 
tical cracks in the exterior walls 
“inevitable in a building of that

size.” He noted that Backhaus had 
found no cracks in the corridor 
floors of the building. 

Backhaus, however, was unable 
to examine the gym or any class¬ 
rooms because the doors were lock¬ 
ed. Greenbelt resident Katherine 
Keene, a Roosevelt teacher, noted 
that her classroom, which has two 
outside walls, is extremely cold 
during the winter and experiences 
seepage through the outside walls 
during bad rains. On one side the 
floor has sunk, leaving a gap 
(which does not appear to extend 
all the way to the outside of the 
building) between the floor and 
the wall. 

Steiffer seemed frustrated that 
nothing yet had been done, despite 
the time and expense he had de¬ 
voted to his campaign against the 
building. He has brought his con¬ 
cerns before the Prince Georges 
Board of Education and one of 
Winfield Kelly’s town meetings. He 
said he has rented a movie camera 
to film the building and has taken 
pictures of red clay being dug up 
around the school. In a last-ditch 
effort, he is presntly mailing letter.s 
with a copy of Backhaus’s MOSHA 
report to his former students. Steif-

Labor Day Postal Schedule 

The Greenbelt Post Office will be 
closed Labor Day, Monday, Sept. 
4, according to Postmaster Emory 
Harman, There will be no cPy 
delivery and special delivery will 
be on a holiday schedule. Signs will 
be posted on mailboxes from which 
collections will be made. The 2-J- 
hour self-service unit at Beltway 
Plaza will remain open. 


On Sundf^, September 8, the 
Greenbelt City Council will dedicate 
the new wing of the Greenbelt 
Municipal Building to the memory 
of the late Judge Edgar L, Smith, 
former City Mayor and Council¬ 
man and District Court Judge dt 
Maryland. The public is invited to 
the ceremony, which begin* at S 
p.m. Weather permitting, the cer¬ 
emony will be held outdoors in the 
new parking area to the rear of 
the building. In case of rain, the 
dedication ceremony will be held at 
the Center School. 

The new wing, which houses the 
city offices, was financed with a 
Public Works Grant of S282,860 
from the Federal Government and 
with city capital improvement 
funds. Participating in the dedi¬ 
cation ceremonies will be (Congress- 
woman Gladys Spellman and Ward 
Miller, Director of Local Pablic 
Works Programs of the U.S. Econ¬ 
omic Development Administration. 
During the ceremony, Mrs. Edgar 
L. Smith and Sandra P. Smith will 
assist Mayor Richard R. Pilski in 
the unveiling of a plaque dedicat¬ 
ing the new wing to the memory 
of Judge Smith. Also participating 
in the ceremony will be the Rever¬ 
end Kenneth Buker, the Rev¬ 
erend Dallas Pulliam, Louise 
Tousignant, Miss Greenbelt of 1977, 
the Greenbelt American Legion 
Post #136 Color Guard, and City 
Manager James K. Giese. Musical 
selections will be provided by the 
Greenbelt Concert Band of Prince 
Georges (County under the direc¬ 
tion of John DelHomme, with Ed 
na White, soloist. 

Edgar L. Smith was first elected 
to City Council in September, 1959 
after being active in a variety of 
civic organizations. In 1961 he 
chose not to run for re-election but 
was subsequently appointed as City 
Solicitor, an office he held until 
1963 when he again sought election 
to the City Council. He received 
the highest vote of any candidate 
in that election and was elected by 
the members of Council to be its 
Mayor He was re-elected to the 
Council for three more terms and 
served for most of the time as 
Mayor. I.n July. 1971 he resigned 
as Mayor to accept the post of 
Judge of the newly created Dist- 
trict Court of Maryland, an office 
he held until his untimely death on 
January 1, 1977. 

Only ten days before Judge 
Smith’s death the City was offic¬ 
ially notified that it had received 
the grant from the U.S. Economic 
Development Administration under 
Title 1, Local Public Works Devel¬ 
opment and Investment Program 
of the Public Works Employment 
Act of 1976. Ctongress had enacted 
this program in order to spur the 
economy, reduce the unemployment 
rate and provide local governments 
with the opportunity to complete 
long-standing and much needed 
public improvements. The Muni¬ 
cipal Building addition, for which 
preliminary plans had been com¬ 
pleted several years earlier, but 
whose construction had never been 
economically feasible, well met the 


program’s qualificatioois. 

When it became appamnt. l»w- 
ever, that the cost of the addition 
would exseed the amount of fbe 
grant, the City supplemented th* 
Federal grant with capital fcn- 
provement fmda. This fund had 
first been established in 3969 by 
the City Ouncil under the leadaa- 
ship of Mayor Smith when a $9B0,- 
000 bond issue was proposed and 
approved by the votcra at a boad 
referendum. 

De«cription 

The Edgar 1* Smith Wing cob- 
sists of two stories and a basement. 
On the lower level are the Finance 
Department, the Purchasing-Per¬ 
sonnel Office, and an employees' 
lounge. The upper level houses the 
City Council Conference Room; the 
offices of the City Mamager, AsaisS- 
ant City Manager, and City Clerk; 
a secretarial office and a duplicat¬ 
ing-reproduction room. The baec- 
ment will provide storage space for 
the City Offices and Police Depart¬ 
ment, as well as space for the 
building’s mechanical oquiianenL 
The new wing provides facilities 
for the handicapped, Indudtng an 
elevator. 

The lower level of the original 
section of the Municipal Building 
will be utilized entirely by the Po¬ 
lice Department and is to be sub¬ 
stantially remodeled. The upper 
level houses the Greenbelt Oaree 
Youth Services Bureau and the City 
Omncil Chamber. The new wing 
is connected to the original build¬ 
ing by a lobby-corridor on each 
floor. 

City Manager James K. Gieae 
cautions that while the building is 
now fully occupied and the new 
wing is to be dedicated, the pro¬ 
ject is not totally completed. Some 
additional furnishings are needed 
for the City offices. The Police 
Department section and the Green¬ 
belt Cares offices are to be sub¬ 
stantially remodeled and Improved, 
with work schcdule<i to be under¬ 
taken shortly after Labor Day. Re¬ 
pairs to the roof of the original 
building are also to be undertaken 
this fall. 

Following the dedication cere¬ 
mony, interested citizens are invit¬ 
ed to tour the Municipal Building. 
The City Council and members of 
the (ifity staff will be present to 
answer questions concerning lb*- 
facility and City services.

f^T credits his students with dis¬ 
covering many of the defects in the 
building. 

Steiffer believes the problems 
were “caused by the fact that the 
building continues to shift more 
than they thought it would,” He 
expressed the belief that this shift¬ 
ing was caused by the clay surface 
upon which the school is built. 
Such a surface, he said, would 
move when it became wet. His 
reaction to the suggestion that the 
school was built with the walls out 
of plumb was. “If it was built that 
way, how come?” He wondered 
where the standards were and 
found Eleanor Roosevelt “an inter¬ 
esting example of what we get for 
our taxes."

ABti-Littering Proposals 

Prince Georges Councilman Da¬ 
vid G. Hartlove, Jr., has presented 
■ia measures aimed at some of the 
eiwnty's worst Uttering problems. 

TTie six bills incorporate about a 
d«BBn recommendations made by 
Ifce Law Review Subcommittee cf 
tlie Citizens Concerned for a Clean¬ 
er County, an anti-litlering coali¬ 
tion of citizens, government officials 
and business representatives that 
iMd been requested by the County 
Council to conduct a comprehensive 
review of county litter laws and 
rzcnlatlons. 

Hartlove is proposing that all 
•onstruction sites be equipped with 
«iough covered trash containers to 
hold their litter, which then is to 
be deposited at an authorized re¬ 
fuse disposal center. 

Also, occupants of all business 
buildings and private homes must 
provide an adequate number of 
•overed trash cans or, for the first 
time, face a maximum $500 fine for 
•ach day’s violation. The require¬ 
ment extends to owners and opera¬ 
tors of any vending machine. 

Hartlove also seeks the annual 
Koensing and local regulation of 
junkyards, which are to be inspec - 
ted by three county departments to 
guarantee compliance with health 
laws, fire code, anti-littering regu¬ 
lations and regulations by the Wa¬ 
ter Resources Administration. 

The licenses and permits depart¬ 
ment would be allowed to suspend 
or revoke a junkyard license or 
deay renewal if regulations have 
been ignored. A hearing would have 
to be held before a license could be 
lifted and a $1000 civil penally for 
each day’s violation would be im¬ 
posed. 

In a related bill, nonconforming 
junkyards that existed before a 
cdiange in the zoning law banned 
the particular use in a certain lo- 
oation will be required to be certi¬ 
fied by the Planning Board. An 
expansion of an existing junkyard 
would have to conform to the new 
zoning law unless given a special 
enoeption by the District Council. 

other littering isues. Hart¬ 
love is proposing: 

... a maximum of $1000 in civil 
rather than criminal penalties on 
tiiosp violating county regulations 


on operation of privato trash dis¬ 
posal centers . . . 

... a requirement that the ani¬ 
mal control warden pick up and 
dispose of any animtd carcass with¬ 
in 24 hours of a request. 

... a one-month time limit on 
the open storage of an inoperable 
motor vehicle on residential pro¬ 
perty when the car is in disrepair. 
(Open storage of refrigerators, 
stove.s, building rubbish or furni¬ 
ture on residential lots already is 
banned.) 

There are many forms of litter 
and often we don’t think about 
what constitutes litter and what 
makes our neighborhoods unsight¬ 
ly," stated Hartlove. "These bills 
certainly address specific problems. 
But they also intend to put citizens 
on the lUert that Prince (Seorges 
County is serious about its anti- 
littering laws and its program. 
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Have you ever asked yourself. 
"Why do I need a smoke detector?” 
Would you know what to do in 
case of a fire while you were sleep¬ 
ing? Can you explain the meaning 
of "Fire Prevention?” In order to 
answer some of your questions and 
in order to provide you with some 
additional information we feel may 
help you, the Greenbelt Volunteer 
Fire Department and Rescue Squad 
will have a Fire Prevention booth 
in the Labor Day Festival being 
held this coming weekend.

Lieutenant Krob - Police Officer 
With Sense of Humor, Dedication

When visitors enter Lt. John Krob’s office they notice that he 
is a man with a sense of humor. Prominently displayed on a wall 
behind his desk hangs a calendar decorated with pictures of pigs 
dressed in all manner of police attire. The August pig was sporting 
a basic blue uniform complete with cap. “A friend gave it to me 
last Christmas.” Krob grinned. 

Eight years ago Krob said he saw 
an ad in the paper for an opening 
with the Greenbelt Police Depart¬ 
ment. He applied, was accepted 
and now he can’t think of anything 
else he’d rather do. 

A native of Chicago, Krob said 
he has no desire to leave Greenbelt. 

He wants to stay, even though a 
move to a larger station could 
mean higher pay and better bene¬ 
fits. “Greenbelt is one of the few 
true communities left in the United 
States," Krob said. Therefore, he 
said, he is able to spend the ma¬ 
jority of his time “actually dealing 
with and helping people,” rather 
than pursuing criminals. Krob es¬ 
timates that he spends 10 percent 
of his time dealing with crimes. 


He added “You still see the seam¬ 
ier side of life, but not enough to 
make you cynical. T.V, cops are 
cynical, real cops aren’t" 

There aren’t many advantages to 
being a policeman today, Krob said. 
"I can't think of a riskier job — 
you could be shot anytime - • and 
many people, especially young peo¬ 
ple, don’t respect or appreciate the 
job we’re trying to do.” 

Small communities, however, are 
advantageous for police. Krob rea¬ 
soned that because of the small si^e 
police can get to know the residents 
and the normal workings of the 
town and therefore are immediately 
aware when things aren’t right. 

Also with a small community 
residents feel a kinship, closeness 
with the town and its people, and 
are reluctant to attack it. Krob 
said that most of the crime in 
Greenbelt is committed by transi¬ 
ents. Because of its location and 
proximity to the District, Greenbelt 
has a lot of transients. 

“What I enjoy most about my 
job is being able to be .somewhat my 
own boss in a field which is never 
routine. Types of crimes may. be 
ihe same, but the situations sur¬ 
rounding them are always different. 
Adjusting to these changes is chal 
knging and exciting.” Krob said. 

The only time Krob said the job 
frustrates him is when he feels he 
"can't do anything to help.” 

Krob is proud of the fact that 


the Greenbelt police are within a 
minute of any spot in the city. He’s 
also proud of Greenbelt’s low crime 
rate and the Department’s very 
succesful detective work. 

Crime has never been a problem 
in Greenbelt. The first armed rob¬ 
bery in the city took place six years 
ago. Serious crimes are few in 
Greenbelt. Most of the calls the 
police receive are for domestic 
fights, drugs, and broken alarm 
systems. 

Krob said the department has 
only one crime from last year 
which hafwi’t been closed. A case 
is not closed until the criminal is 
caught. Even if a detective has 
exhausted all his leads the case is 
kept open for possible future in¬ 


formation. 

Police think domestics—fighting 
between couples—are the most dan¬ 
gerous type of calls they answer. 
“Since emotions are involved, you 
never know what’s going to hap¬ 
pen.” Krob said. Oftentimes when 
police arrest one person the other 
suddenly docs an about face and 
wants them to stay. So instead of a 
husband vs. wife and police situa¬ 
tion, police have to contend with a 
husband and wife vs. police situa¬ 
tion. 

Krob admitted that “the police 
image, maybe, can use a little pol¬ 
ish.” But he doesn’t think people 
should accu.se a whole department 
of improper action when it’s the 
fault of only one or two officers. 
Very aware of the impression he 
gives, Krob is careful to not “come 
on too strong and authoritarian,* 
especially for young people be¬ 
cause first impressions are the ones 
people remember and form all fu¬ 
ture opinions from.

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COUNTY SCHOOLS OPEN TUESDAY 

■nre Prince Georges County Public Schools will open on Tues¬ 
day, September 5 for the 1978-79 school year. 

State law requires school attendance by every boy and girl 
between the ages of 6 and 16. Children who will be five years old 
on or before January 1, 1979 may attend kindergarten this fall. 


Parents registering their chil¬ 
dren for kindergarten or to begin 
school in Prince Georges County 
for the first time should have their 
children’s birth certificates, proof 
of residence (deed to home or lease 
to apartment) and their children’s 
Immunization records with them at 
the time of registration. 

Projected enrollment is for 133,- 
346 pupils, down 5,956 from 

the 1977-78 school year. Nonetheless 
the latest available statistics still 
show the Prince Georges system to 
be the tenth largest in the nation. 

Regrular lunch meal prices will 
remain at 50c for elementary 
school students and 55c for secon¬ 
dary students. Adult meals will 
remain at $1.00. Prices for a la 
carte lunch items will remain the 
same. Milk prices will be the same 
as last year—10c per half pint for 
students, and 20c for adults. Prices 
of a la carte breakfast items, vege¬ 
tables, desserts and other items 
will not change this fall. 

The Prince Georges County 
Schools offer free and reduced- 
price breakfasts and lunches to 
youngsters whose family size and 
income entitles them to eligibility. 

The number of facilities will be 
the same as last year with older 
buildings being closed and new 
ones opened. There will be 153 ele¬ 
mentary schools, 42 junior highs, 
19 senior highs, 10 special centers 
and 2 vocational centers. 

New Science Center 

A new special center opening in 
the Greenbelt area is the Howard 
B. Owens Science Center, 9601 
Greenbelt Road, adjacent to DuVal 
senior high school. The Center, a 
first in the northeastern United 
States, includes specialized equip¬ 
ment and laboratories dedicated to 
the physical and biological sciences 
and the most modem planetarium 
in Maryland. It also will have an 
outdoor instrument deck and wea¬ 
ther station, a nature trail and 
other facilities not ordinarily 
vailable at the individual school 
level. 

Students from all grade levels 
will use the Owens Science Center, 
both in group visits and for indi- 
•v'idueil resjearch and project work.

CiJounty teachers will receive spec¬ 
ialized training at the Center, and 
Onter staff will be available to 
them as consultants — providing 
information, ideas and data and 
acting as a liaison with the area's 
extensive, scientific community. 

The Prince Georges County 
school system will operate 818 bus¬ 
ses in the 197&-79 school year. 
Eighty-five of these buses will be 
new, replacing vehicles which were 
retired after ten years of use, as 
required by state law. 

Costs 

The school system’s authorized 
spending for the coming year totals 
$261,937,731 -- up $16.6 million or 
from fiscal year ’78 (compared 
to cost of living increase in the 
Washington area of 8%}. 

Higher personnel costs, rising 
utility bills, expanded Special Edu¬ 
cation demands and other factors 
made it difficult to add many im¬ 
provements. Despite this a few 
were made, such as adding 45 tea - 
Cher positions in the junior highs 
and funding for the new Howard B. 
Owens Science Center.

Tax Break Possible 

A large number of Greenbelt 
property owners are eligible for 
a credit of up to $450 on their real 
estate taxes but may not be aware 
of it, according to Del. Gerard F. 
Devlin. 

Devlin pointed out that an esti¬ 
mated 66,000 Prince Georgians are 
eligible for the credit under the 
provisions of the Homeowners Tax 
Credit Act of 1978. This Act replaced 
the Circuit Breaker program 
whose benefits were limited to 
persons over 60 and the totally 
disabled. 

The new program includes all 
homeowners and benefits are 
available under a formula which 
compares property tax bills with 
household incomes. Credits under 
the bill have been made possible 
by an appropriation of $52 million 
in State funds.

Moped Licenses Available 

Maryland residents wko were at 
least 15 years and 9 months of age 
by July 10, are eligible for a 
Maryland learner’s permit. Motor 
Vehicle Administration will issue 
“moped operator’s permits” to per¬ 
sons at least age 16 who do not 
have a valid driver's license. 

Bjner J. Johnson, MVA yJdmlni- 
strdtor, pointed ouk that Senate 
Bill 344, enacted at the 1978 session 
of the Maryland General Assem¬ 
bly. lowered the minimum age 
required to apply for a Maryland 
learner’s permit from 16 years to 
15 years, 9 months. Johnson em¬ 
phasized, however, that “a person 
must still be at least age 16 to be 
eligiWe for a permanent MaryJand 
driver's license.” 

Applicants for the moped oper¬ 
ator’s permit will be reqaired to 
pass only vision and law (also 
known as ’‘written”) tests, but 
not be required to take an actual 
on-the-road test. The law test will 
be the same as that taken by an 
applicant for a standard passenger 
vehicle license. 

The license will be valid for 
four years and can be renewed. 
There is a fee.

CARES Provides Professional Services, 
Counseling and Programs for Juveniles 

by Beth Wilkinson 

When Greenbelt CARES opened its doors in 1972, it was the 
tirst mental health counseHng program in Greenbelt. It operated 
with a zero budget, an all volunteer staff and a single program to 
help troubled youths and their families. Today it is still the only 
mental health oriented service in the city, though it has expanded 
to offer 5 programs, with 5 paid staff members both full and part 
counseling volunteers, and an annual budget of 

?5b,645. 


CARES IS funded by the Juvenile 
Services Administration of the 
State Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene, which provides 
approximately 75 percent of its 
budget, and the City of Greenbelt 
which provides the other 25 per¬ 
cent. It is a Youth Services Bureau 
that helps divert juvenile delin 
quents out of the judicial process 
and into the community. 

Not all its clients are juvenile 
delinquents referred to CARES by 
the courts or police. Many are 
youths with family, school or social 
problems. Weekly family counsel¬ 
ing sessions using a behavioral 
modification approach are still 
CARES’ principal service, but other 
programs have been developed dur¬ 
ing the past 6 years. Some were 
successful and some were not. 

Preventive Programs 

The trend now is towards pre¬ 
ventive rather than corrective pro¬ 
grams, which try to prevent youths 
from becoming involved with the 
courts in the first place. New pro¬ 
grams currently being offered in¬ 
clude tutoring, a job bank for 
youth, a Big Sibling program, com 
munity outreach and crisis inter¬ 
vention. Programs that have been 
dropped include a Youth Hotline, a 
clothing exchange and a bicycle 
repair facility. 

The job bank is a referral source 
for odd jobs. It puts youths who 
want to work but cannot find a job. 
in touch with residents who need 
someone to do odd jobs. CARES 
also serves as a referral source 
for some full-time employment. The 
Big Sibling program is similar to 
the Big Brother program, but on a 
much smaller scale and with much 
less formality and “red tape" in 
bringing the two individuals toge¬ 
ther. 

Outreach 

The community outreach pro¬ 
gram involves two counselors who 
travel out into the community, 
usually to local schools or gathering 
spots. The counselors are available 
to talk to any young person. They 
try tr develop positive, meaningful 
relationships, in counseHng youth.<« 
away from anti-social behavior. 
Mo.st of the counseling is by ap¬ 
pointment, with approximately 50 
individuals attending the weekly. 
Wednesday evening, family ses¬ 
sions. CARES has formally coun¬ 
seled 505 family units since 1972. - 

Crisis intervention is for people 
who “drop-in” without an appoint¬ 
ment, but need help immediately. 
Barbara Lawson, a CARES staff 
member, indicated that 327 individ¬ 
uals “dropped-in" between April 
and June 1978. Many simply need¬ 
ed to talk to someone. 

New Directions 

Another change in CARES has 
been in direction, a movement away 
from direct community involvement 
'• -{h the program towards a totally 
professional organization. Since the 
program began, all counseling has 
been, and still is. done by trained 
professionals. James Cassels, past 
president of CARES Board of Di¬ 
rectors (now disbanded) said Dr. 
Leo Walder. designer of CARES’ 
counseling model and currently a 
technical assistant to CARES, 
wanted a highly professional or¬ 
ganization that would also serx’c 
is a training ground for people in¬ 
terested in the behavioral modifica¬ 
tion method. At that time, the 
Board of Directors, made up of 
volunteers from the community, 
wanted to stress community in 
volvement over the counseling 
function. Walder’s approach suc¬ 
ceeded, Cassels said, because he 
had the time and interest to pursue 
it and the support of City Manager 
James Giese, who thought it in¬ 
volved less risk and would be easier 
to administer. Four years ago, 
the Board of Directors dissolved 
itself because “we were not en 
couraged, rather we were discour¬ 
aged, from participating in the 
program,” said Cassels. 

Future Expansion 
Looking to the future. Walder 


said he would like to see CARES 
expand its present youth oriented 
services and also develop additional 
programs to meet the “pressing 
needs” of other community groups, 
such as single parents, the elderly 
and childles.s couples. Meanwhile. 
CARES is now in the beginning 
stages of designing a day care 
program. Marriage counseling is 
another service under considera¬ 
tion. 

A major problem for today’s 
youth, according to Walder, is a 
feeling of worthlessness. They don't 
feel important or needed, he said 
and are thought of as economic 
burdens. Most of the vandals and 
drop-outs are simply frustrated in¬ 
dividuals, he added, who are unwil - 
ling to wait until they are 18 years 
old before they can be considered 
important . 

CARES is creating programs to 
combat this problem. One such is 
the Cottage Industry, whore youths 
make crafts to sell. Another is the 
Job Bank, where youths are able 
to provide needed services for com¬ 
munity residents. CARES would 
also like to bring the elderly com¬ 
munity residents and its youth to¬ 
gether in mutually rewarding pro¬ 
grams. A suggestion by Molly 
Schuchat, an evaluation consul¬ 
tant to CARES, was to involve the 
youths in a meals-on-wheels type 
program. 

Evaluation 

Every year CARES is evaluated 
by both the State of Maryland and 
by Behavior Services Consultants, 
Inc. (BSC) of which Walder is 
president. Based upon quarterly 
reports submitted by CARES and 
on-site visits, the State decides 
whether or not to continue funding.

New WSSC Phone System 

The Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commission switched over to 
a new direct-dial telephone system 
on August 28, the WSSC’s Mainten¬ 
ance Management Office, which re¬ 
ceived customer calls on water and 
sewerage system emergencies, is 
699-4555. 

The 699-4565 number will process 
customer calls about water main 
breaks, sewer stoppages, water me¬ 
ter and fire hydrant leaks, storm 
drainage maintenance problems, 
and other WSSC system conditions 
requiring action by WSSC field per¬ 
sonnel. In addition to handling 
calls during normal WSSC work 
hours on weekdays, the line (1) 
will be in service around-the-clock 
every day — including weekends 
and holidays — to receive custo¬ 
mer emergency calls and (2) is 
equipped with an “automatic call 
sequencer,” which can be connectefl 
to as many as 15 individual phdne 
lines and will answer calls in the 
order they are received in WSSC's 
Maintenance Work Reception Of¬ 
fice. 

’The new equipment also provides 
for the use of recorded messages 
in case of a general problem involv¬ 
ing the interruption of WSSC ser- 
^ice or other system conditions. 

The Commission’s Customer Ser¬ 
vices Division, which handles in¬ 
quiries about water/sewer bills and 
meter readings, will maintain its 
established number, 699-5600, whicii 
operates from 8:15 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

$15,000 contract with BSC to con¬ 
tinue its consultative and evalua¬ 
tive services. In a 1975 evaluation, 
BSC gave CARES an 88% suc¬ 
cess rate, meaning that 88% of it.s 
clients were positively affected by 
the counseling. An independent 
rater gave CARES an 85% success 
rate. 

In 1977 the success rate dropped. 
BSC awarded CARES a 75% suc¬ 
cess rate, and the independent ra¬ 
ter said only 61% of its clients 
were positively helped by the coun¬ 
seling. CARES said the drop was 
due to a disruption in services when 
it moved from Ridge Road to its 
present home in the Municipal 
Building.

P.G. County Schools Tackle 
Reading, Grading, Truancy 

Major thrusts in the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Public Schools instruc¬ 
tional program for the coming year 
center around continued improve¬ 
ment in teaching aimed at helping 
students master the basic skills, 
intensified efforts to identify stu 
dents with deficiencies in some of 
those skills and provide them with 
additional help, expansion of the 
program for Talented and Gifted 
students (TAG), and a new effort 
to involve parents in the education 
of their youngsters. 

The greatest of the efforts in re¬ 
focusing the teaching of basic skills 
has come in the area of reading. 
The system’s instructional staff 
members have been developing new 
materials teachers can use in the 
classroom, stressing functional 
reading skills. 

Last year saw the initial phase 
of a revamped junior high school 
program extending the formal 
teaching of reading beyond elemen - 
tary school. The modifications were 
limited to the 7th grade during 
19TT -78: this year they will be car¬ 
ried into aU of the county's 8th 
grade classes. And students with 
marked deficiencies in reading 
skills as they finish junior high 
school will find special reading 
courses also offered in each senior 
high school. 

The Program for Talented and 
Gifted Students (TAG) wiU be ex¬ 
tended to at least 30 more schools 
throughout the county this year. 
The Superintendent of Schools has 
directed that the TAG Program be 
underway in all county schools by 
1980. Last year more than 1,500 
students took part in the TAG 
program. One of those, Michael 
Briggs of High Point Senior High 
School, won the nation’s most pres¬ 
tigious science competition for high 
school students, the Westlnghouse 
National Science Talent Search. 

Grading Policy

system policy on grading and 
reporting to parents, both parents

beginning this year. At the begin¬ 
ning of the year Cor of the semester 
for one-semester courses) each 
teacher will distribute to his/her 
students a statement of course ob¬ 
jectives or topics. These have been 
prepared by the school system’s 
central office to reflect what is sup¬ 
posed to be taught in each class. 
In addition, each teacher will hand 
students a teacher-prepared state¬ 
ment of the factors to be used in 
grading in that teacher’s class. 

Truants will find that attendance 
has an impact on their grades un¬ 
der the revised procedures. If, be¬ 
cause of an unexcused absence, a 
student misses a quiz or class exer¬ 
cise on which a grade Is given, the 
student’s grade for that day will be 
recorded as a failure, with no 
makeup opportunity. In addition, 
in grades 9-12. a student who ac¬ 
cumulates 10 or more unexcused 


more during the school year will 
receive no semester or course grade 
in the affected courses. In such 
cases no credit will be awarded. 
Prior to taking this step a school 
must contact the parents of the 
student involved at least three 
times while the unexcused absences 
are accumulating, to discuss the 
absences and assist with corrective 
action.
